The  fallowig  extract  from  loiluia  «d- 
Iressed  to  the  Secretary  of  war,  and 
irhich  we  have  obtained  permission  to 
lublish,  depict  in  lively  colours  traits  of 
ndividuaU  heroism  which  shed  a lustre 
>n  the  national  military  character. 

Extract  of  a letter  fr..m  Col.  Wiitiaa 
M'Rxi  to  Mjaor  General  tViariaso  Sooxt, 
dated  New-York,  9ih  .Apr  1,  1815. 

Sir If  any  apology  could  be  thought 

teccssarv  for  this  letter,  you,  1 have  m 
ioubt,  will  fil'd  dnii  ill  tht  subject  of  it. 

I am  aii'  ious  to  interest  you  in  behalf 
)f  brevet  L < ut.  O Fiing  of  the  11th  in 
antry,  who  wislitsto  procure  a Cadet’s 
(varrant  for  hii  brother  Edmund  O'Eliiig 
i lad  1 4 years  old,  ftnd  now  a private  of 
he  23d  regiment. 

Lieut.  < I’Fling  was  wounded  by  a caii- 
lon  ball  ill  he  battle  of  the  Falls  of  Nia- 
rara,  and  joined  the  army  during  ihc 
liege  of  Fort  Erie,  immediately  on  •'»» 
ecovery  In  the  sortie  6n  the  l7hot 
Jeptember  he  solicited  u.d  obtained  the 
wiiniand  of  the  forlorn  of  the  first  Ijrig- 
ide  under  Pen.  Miller;  of  24  men  of 
vhich  it  cci.sistod,  20  were  killed  and 
rounded,  .\fier  receiving  the  enemy’s 
ire  and  passsng  the  centre  of  tl^ir  en- 
renchmend  he  advanced  with  bis  Intle 
jarty  aganst  a biock-house  coniainiiig 
16  men  of  Dc  Waterviile’s  regiment  anti 
-aptur.-d  it  Nearly  at  »he  same  time 
liis  broliier  Ensign  r.  E.  0;Fling,of  the 
J3d  infantry,  with  Ensign  Brant  of  ilie 
same  regiment,  stormed  and  carried  a 
large  block-house  on  the  right  of  the 
trenches,  defended  by  60  men.  Ensign 
O’Fling  receive  a wound  while  standing 
on  the  top  of  the  building,  of  which  he 
died  the  next  day 

That  these  block-houses  were  taken  at 
the  sortie,  has  been  publicly  made  known 
.—but  the  manvtr  of  the  achievement,  and 
by  whom,  does  not  appear.— The  youth, 
Edmund  O’Fling.  tor  whom  the  appouU- 
Vent  of  Cadet  is  requested  has  already 
proved  that  he  shares  with  hi»  biothcrs 
that  gallantness  of  spirit  which  teems  a 
family  inheritance.  On  ihe  night  of  the 
55th  of  July  he  was  so  fonunatc  as  to 
rescue  without  a sisiance,  Lieut.  Tappan 
®f  the  23(1  rcgiinetii  from  the  hands  of  e 
British  officer. 

A plain  recital  of  such  conduct  conveys 
the  best  eulogium  fwithin  my  knowledge) 
of  thote  who  perform  it.  I have  done 
notbing  more. 

Extroet  of  a letter  from  Major  General 
yf  infield  Scattio  the  Seeretary  of  tVar,  dated 
Waaiiinirton,  April  16'U,  1815. 

S,  ji I have  th«  honor  to  enclose  a let- 

ter from  Col.  M’Rea,of  the  Engineers, on 
a subject  as  highly  inUresting  as  any 
that  occurred  during  the  late  war.  Let 
me  request  that  you  will  oblige  me  by 
looking  over  it  at  a moment  of  leisure. 
Most  of  the  facts  narrated  by  the  colonel 
are  known  to  me  personally,  and  1 could 
add  many  others  of  the  some  character. 


Lieutenant  Patrick  O’Fling,  his  three 
brothers  and  father,  entered  the  army  on 
tlie  same  day,  in  1812,  all  for  five  yeara. 
In  1813,  Maj.  Gen.  Dearborn  recogni*<*d 
in  the  father  (a  sentinel  before  his  door) 
a soldeir  who  had  served  under  him  with 
credit  during  the  revolutonary  war.— 
About  the  same  time  Mrs.  O’Fling,  a 
most  respectable  matron,  came  to  Fort 
George  on  a visit  to  her  husband  and 
four  sons.  Patrick,  the  son,  then  about 
eighteen  was  sick  in  the  hospital.  I pre- 
vailed on  General  Dearborn  to  discharge 
him  from  the  service,  that  he  might  re- 
turn with  his  mother.  In  April  1814, 
Patrick  (now  Lt.  O'Fling)  raised  a com- 
pany of  volunteers,  marched  to  Buffalo, 
and  requested  to  be  attached  to  my  bri- 
gade. The  handsome  deportment  of  the 
young  Capt.  Sc  his  little  band,  induced  met 
to  consent ; and  soon  after  I procured  him 
a commission  in  the  9th  regiment  belong- 
ing to  my  brigade. 

Col.  M’Ree  has  ^rcady  narrated  some 
of  the  enterprizes  in  which  this  young 
hero  was  engaged;  a little  volume  might 
be  filled  with  his  deeds  of  chivalry,  for 
such  they  appear  to  the  whole  army,  who 
took  an  active  interest  in  his  career. 

I beg  leave  to  make  you  several  little 
request*  in  behalf  of  the  survivors  of  this 
family. 

A Cadet’s  warrant  for  Edmund  O’Fling 
mentioned  by  Col.  M’Ree  ; an  honorable 
discharge  for  Patrick  O’Fling  (the  fa- 
ther) fc  a like  discharge  for  Charles  W. 
House  (the  half  brother)  both  of  the  23d 
Regiment.

The  number  of  field  officers  now  in  service, 
amounts  to  two  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  the 
number  of  regimental  officers,  now  in  service 
amounts  to  two  thousand  and  fifty  five-  Of  the 
former,  about  thirty-nine,  and  of  the  latter  a- 
houl  four  hundred  and  fifty  can  be  retained  in 
service,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  Congress  for  fixing  the  military  peace  es- 
tablishment- In  every  grade  of  appointment, 
almost  every  officer  has  gallantly  performed 
his  duty-  It  is  obvious,  llierefore,  that  with 
respect  to  the  field  officers,  and  the  reg-imen 
tal  officers,  as  well  as  with  respect  to  the  gen 
eral  officers,  men  of  high  military  merit  must 
uuavoidably  be  omitted  in  the  present  organi- 
zation of  the  army-  It  h:w  not  been,  audit 
never  can  be,  under  such  circumstances. 


mark  of  disrespect,  or  a subject  of  reproach, 
to  omit  the  name  of  any  officer  ; and  the  Presi- 
dent wishes  it  may  be  distinctW  understood, 
that  from,  the  selection  of  officers,  nothing 
more  ought  to  be  inferred,  than  his  approba- 
tion of  ine  selected  individuals,  witliout  dero- 
gating, in  any  degree,  from  the  reputation  and 
tvorlh  ofotticrs- 

It  is  the  President’s  desire  upon  this  impor- 
tant poiii',  that  distinguished  military  merit 
and  approved  moral  character  should  form  the 
baaib  of  all  the  selections  which  your  report 
shall  submit  to  his  coiiRideration-  Where,  in 
these  reipects,  the  claims  of  officers  are  equal 
length  of  service,  a capacity  for  civil  pursuits, 
and  the  pecuniary  situation  of  the  parties,  may 
justly  furnish  considerations  to  settle  the  ques- 
tion- .And  where  neither  direct  nor  collateral 
circumstances  exist,  by  which  your  judgment 
can  be  fixed,  you  will  find  a reasonable  satis- 
•faction,  peibaps,  in  referring  the  decision  in 
this  case,  as  is  done  in  many  similar  cases,  to 
the  chance  of  a lottery  , or  you  may  submit  a 
recommendatory  list,  leaving  the  selection  en- 
tirely to  the  Executive  Greatpains  have  been 
^ken  to  collect  and  preserve  tlie  testimonial 
of  military  merit ; and  these,  with  aJI  the 
other  documents  of  the  department,  which 
can  assist  your  enquiries,  will  be  confidentially 
placed  befure  you  It  is  not  doubted,  there- 
fore, that  your  report  wilt  be  as  advantageous 
to  I'.ie  government  as  it  will  be  just  to  the  ar- 
my. .A  result  at  once  impartial  and  effective, 
will  not  only  correspond  with  the  President’s 
views,  but  must  command  the  approbation  of 
every  honorable  mind  ; and  it  is,  in  pariicular, 
believed,  that  an  apjieal  may  be  confidently 
made,  in  tlie  performance  of  so  arduous  a duty 
to  the  candor  of  your  military  brethren,  what 
ever  may  be  their  personal  disappointment,  or

1815,  wbicli  continues  in  forceforotie  year 
after  the  war,  is  not  repealed,  nor  affected  in 
any  other  manner,  than  has  been  mentioned  by 
the  act  of  the  3d  of  Msrch,  1415.

6-  The  Hospital  Department  is  not  pre- 
served- The  act  of  the  3d  of  .March,  1815, 
provides  for  reginjental  surgeons  and  surgeon’s 
mates,  and  for  such  number  of  hospital  sur- 
geons and  sirfgcon’s  mates,  as  the  service 
may  require,  not  exceeding  five  surgeons  and 
fifteen  mates,  with  one  steward,  and  one  ward- 
master  to  each  hospital-  From  this  specific 
arrangement,  it  is  necessarily  implied,  that  tlie 
physician  and  surgeon  general,  the  assistant 
apothecaries  general,  and  all  theliospital  sur- 
geons & surgeon’s  mates,  garrison  surgeons  8c 
s irgeon’s  mates,  except  the  above  specified 
number,  are  to  he  di.scharged.  The  physician  8c 
surgeon  gener.al,  and  tlic  apothecary  general, 
were  appointed,  the  better  to  superintend  the 
hospital  and  medical  establishment  of  the  army 
of  the  United  Stale.s,  under  the  act  of  the  3d 
of  March,  181.3  ; and  tlie  act  of  the  30lh  of 
March,  1814,  authorised  the  president  to  ap- 
point so  many  assistant  apothecaries  as  the 
service  might,  in  his  judgment,  require-  The 
occasion  for  the  appointments  under  both  acts 
has  ceased;  and  the  act  of  the  3d  March,  1815, 
meant  to  provides  substitute  for  the  whole 
department,  according  to  the  demands  of  the 
peace  establishment- 


Department  of  War’  I2t/i  ATay,  1815- 
Tlie  acting  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor 
to  submit  to  the  President  of  the  U-  States, 
the  following  report; 

That  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  “ An 
act  fixing  the  military  peace  establishment  o 
the  U-  Slates,”  passed  on  the  3d  of  Marchf 
1815,  provid«?d,  that  after  the  corps  consti. 
tutiiig  the  peace  establishment  was  formed  and 
completed,  flie  superiiiuneray  officers,  non 
commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates, 
should  be  discharged  Iroin  the  service  of  the 
United  Stales,  from  and  after  tlie  first  day  of 
May,  ensuing  the  date  of  the  act,  or  as  soon  as 
circumstances  might  permit-  But  it  was  soon 
found  impracticable  to  obtain  from  all  the 
military  districts  tlie  information  which  was 
requisite  to  do  justice  to  llie  army,  and  to  the 
naliap,  in  reducing  the  military  establishment 
from  a lurce  of  thousand  men,  to  a force 
of  ten  thousand  men,  so  early  as  the  first  of 
-May-  And  it  is  obvious,  that  circumstances 
do  not  even  yet  permit  the  entire  reduction 
contemplated  by  the  act  of  Congress,  with 
regard  to  the  settlement  of  the  numerous  ac- 
counts depending  in  the  quarter  master,  com 
missai’v,  and  pay  departments,  and  the  medical 
care  of  the  troops  at  the  many  military  stations 
to  which  they  fnust  be  apportioned. 

That  having,  however,  diligently  collected 
from  every  proper  source  of  information,  the  ne- 
cessary materials  for  deciding  upon  the  various 
subjects  involved  in  the  execution  of  the  act 
of  Congress  , and  having  obtained  from  the 
board  of  general  officers  convened  at  Wash 
ington,  tlic  most  valuable  assistance,  the  act- 
ing  Secretary  of  War  respectfully  lays  the  re- 
sult before  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  form  of  four  general  orders  to  be  issued 
from  this  department ; 

No-  1-  A general  order  announcing  the  mili- 
tary divisions  and  departments  of  the  United 
States  : the  corps  and  regiments  consiitiM- 
ing  the  military  peace  esUblishmeiit ; and 
the  distribution  and  apportionment  of  the 
troops - 

No-  2-  A general  order,  announcing  Uie  army 
register  for  the  peace  esiablishment,  iiiclii- 
ding  the  officera  provisionally  retained  in 
service,  until  circumstances  shall  permit 
their  discharge- 

No-  3-  A general  order,  directing  the  super- 
numerary uflicers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musiaans  and  privates  to  be  paid  and  dis- 
charging them  from  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  on  the  15lh  day  of  June  next,  • r 
as  soiti  thereafter  as  the  payment  can  be 
Completed ; provided,  1st,  that  such  officers 
of  everjr  rank,  as  may  be  necessary  to  supply 
vacancies  created  by  resignations  on  the  first 
organ  zation  of  the  corps  and  regiments  for 
the  peace  establishment,  shall  be  deemed  to 
he  in  lervice  for  tliatpui'|mse  alone  ; and  2d, 
that  pay  masters,  quartermasters,  commis- 
saries ind  other  officers,  who  have  iieen  charg- 
ed willi  the  disbursement  of  public  money, 
shall  he  deemed  to  be  in  service  for  Uie  sin- 
gle purpose  of  rendering  tlicir  acconnts  for 
settlesicnt,  within  a reasonable  time- 
No-  4-  .4  general  order,  requiring  the  major 
genartU  to  assume  the  command  of  their 
respective  divisi'jns,  and  to  proceed  to  form 
and  dstribute  the  corps  and  regiments  for 
their  nespeclive  commands,  according  to  the 
system  announced  for  the  military  peace  es- 
tabiisliincrrt.

AN  ACT 

To  vest  more  effectually  in  the  stale  courts 
and  in  the  district  courts  of  the  United 
States  jurisdiction  in  the  cases  Uierein  men- 
tioned. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
liepresentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  respective 
state  or  county  courts  within  oV  next  adjoining 
a Qollection  district  established  by  any  act  of 
Congress  now  in  being,  or  hereafter  to  be 
passed  for  the  collection  of  any  direct  tax  or 
internal  duties  of  the  United  States,  sliall  be, 
and  are  hereby  auUiorized  to  take  cognizance 
of  all  complaints,  suits  and  prosecutions  for 
taxes,  duties,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures 
arising  and  payable  under  any  of  tlie  acts 
passed  or  to  be  passed  as  aforesaid,  or  where 
bonds  are  given  under  the  said  acts  ; and  titc 
district  attornies  of  the  United  States  are 
hereby  auUiorized  and  directed  to  appoint  by 
warrant  an  attorney  as  their  substitute  or  de- 
puty in  all  cases  where  necessary  to  sue  or 
prosecute  for  the  United  States,  in  any  of  the 
said  state  or  county  courts  within  the  splieie 
of  wliose  ju.-isdiction  the  said  district  attor- 
nies do  not  tliemselves  reside  or  practise  ; and 
tlie  said  substitute  or  deputy  sIialL  be  sworn 
or  affiimed  to  the  faithful  execution  of  his 
duly. 

Sec.  2.  .ind  be  it  further  enacted,  1 hat  tie 
jurisdiction  conferred  by  tifc  foregoing  sec 
lion  sliatl  be  considered  as  attaching  in  the 
cases  therein  specified  without  regard  to  the 
amount  or  sum  in  controvefty  ; and  it  shall 
be  concurrent  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  dis- 
trict courts  of  the  Unitea  States;  but  may 
nevertheless  be  exercised  in  cases  where  the 
fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  may  have  been  incur- 
red, or  tfic  c'ause  of  action  or  complaint  have 
arisen,  at  a less  as  well  as  at  a greater  distance 
than  fifty  miles  from  the  iteaiest  place  by  law 
established  for  tlte  In  Mmg  of  a district  court 
of  the  United  States.  But  in  all  suits  or  pro- 
secutions instituted  ty  or  on  behalfof  tlie  U. 
States  in  any  state  or  county  court,  the  pro- 
cess, proceedings,  judgment  and  execution 
tlicrein  sliali  not  be  detayed,  suspended,  or  in 
any  way  barred  or  defeated  by  reason  of  any 
law  of  any  slate  authorizing  or  directing  a 
stay  or  suspension  ot  process,  proceedings 
judgment  or  execution  ; Provided,  Tliat 
final  decrees  and  judgments  in  civil  ac- 
tions, passed  or  rendered  in  any  state  court 
by  virtue  hereof  may  be  re-examined  m the 
circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  limitations  as  are 
prescribed  by  the  twenty  second  section  of 
the  act  toesiablish  the  judicial  coiu'ts  of  the 
U States,  passed  the  twenty-ftmrtli  of  Sep- 
tember, seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
state  or  county  courts  aforesaid  anjl  the  prin- 
cipal or  presiding  judge  of  any  such  court, 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  exercise 
all  and  eFery  power  in  cases  cognizable  before 
them  by  virtue  of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  a mitigation,  or  remission  of  any 
fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture,  which  may  be 
exercised  by  the  judges  of  the  district  court 
of  the  U.  States  in  causes  brought  before  them 
by  virtue  of  the  law  of  the  U.  States,  passed 
on  the  third  of  March,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  “ An  act 
to  provide  for  mitigating  or  remitting  the 
forfeitures,  penalties  and  disabilities  accruing 
in  certain  cases  therein  mentioned,”  and  in 
the  exercise  of  the  authority  by  this  section 
given  to  the  said  state  or  county  courts,  or  tbo 
principal  or  presiding  judge  as  aforesaid  they 
shall  be  Mvemed  in  every  respect  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  last  mentioned,  with  tiiis 
difference  on^’,  that  instead  of  notifying  the 
district  attornies  of  the  U.  Stales,  the  said 
courts,  or  tlie  presiding  judges  aforesaid, 
shall,  before  exercising  siyd  autliorities,  cause 
reasonable  notice  to  be  gfeen  to  the  substitute 
or  deputy,  who  may  have  been  appointed  to 
sue  or  prbsecute  for  the  United  States  as 
aforesaid,  that  he  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
shewing  cause  against  the  mitigation  or  re 
mission  of  such  fine,  penally  or  forfeiture. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Fhat  the 
district  court  of  the  U.  Sutes  shall  have 
cognizance  concurrent  with  the  courts  and 
magistrates  of  the  several  states,  and  the  cir- 
cuit courts  of  the  U.  States,  of  all  suits  at 
common  law  where  the  United  States,  or  any 
officer  thereof,  under  the  authority  of  any  act 
of  Congress,  shall  sue,  although  the  debt, 
claim,  or  other  matter  in  dispute,  shall  not 
amount  to  one  hundred  dollars.

The  last  arrivals  slate,  that  about  the  time 
of  Napoleon’s  landing  at  Frejus,  the  congress 
of  Vienna  civilly  invited  Murat  to  abdicate  the 
throne  of  Naples— who  has  replied  by  invad- 
ing  tlie  territories  of  Rome,  and  deleating  a 
corps  of  the  Austrian  army,  the  latter  loosing 
500U  men — That  Napoleon  had  officially  iiii 
formed  the  other  powers  of  Europe  of  his  w il- 
lingness to  ratify  the  treaty  ot  I'aris,  it  they 
did  not  interfeic  in  the  concerns  of  France — 
That  a great  ferment  hid  in  conseqiiciice  been 
excited  in  England,  and  it  was  d juiitiul  wheth- 
er war  betwecen  England  and  l-'iance  would 
immediately  take  place — on  the  contiary  it  is 
stated,  that  troops  in  considerable  nuiiibeis 
tjave  been  sent  from  England  to  the  low  coun. 
li-ies— that  Wellington  had  assumed  the  com 
mand  of  the  allied  army  in  Belgium,  after 
liolding  a council  of  war,  in  which  marshals 
jtlarmont  and  Bertheir  were  present,  and  was 
preparing  for  ofi'ensive  operations  tVe  have 
r eceived  several  proclamations  of  Prutsian  of- 
ficers, and  of  ttio  Dutch  nroiiarch,  announcing 
Napoieon's  return,  and  their  hosiiliy  towards 
hiai  i but  notwillistanding  many  rumors  to 
the  contrary,  wc  do  not  discover  that  any  actu- 
«dhostiliti4’  have  taken  place— Napoleon  was 
still  at  Paris,  administering  the  government 

in  person and  whether  that  he  felt  himself 

permanently  secure  ot  his  throne,  or  from  poli- 
cy, to  shew  that  he  consideredhimswlf  so— was 
attending  to  other  than  warlike  concerns— 
Some  of  the  great  works  w hich  he  had  com- 
menced before  his  exile,  and  which  were  ne- 
glected by  the  Bourbons,  he  has  inspected,  and 
had  again  put  in  moliou.  Such  are  the  won- 
derful powers  of  this  extraordinary  man,  that

Clark  and  f orwarded  to  the  former  on 
his  rcturnfroin  St.  Louis  saltere  he  had 
been  making  in  conjcMiction  with  the 
other  commissioners  ftreliminary  ar- 
rangements  for  holding  a Treaty  with 
the  Indiana. 

Sr.  Louts,  May  25,  1815. 

Dear  Sir, 

Governor  Clark  requests  me  to  ad- 
dress you  a few  lines  irom  his  office. 
We  have  been  flooded  with  news  ofin- 
tevest  last  night  and  this  morning-  An 
express  has  just  arrived  from  Fort  How- 
ard with  the  official  report  of  an  action 
which  took  place  within  siglit  of  that 
place  the  evening  beCore  the  last.  Capt. 
Craig  with  30  of  his  men  engaged  about 
50  Indians,  the  action  was  very  hot  for 
some  time  when  Capt-  Musick  came  to 
his  relief  with  18  men.  The  reinforce- 
ment  decided  the  matter — the  Indians 
were  soon  driven  from  the  ground  with 
severe  loss.  They  retreated  and  a part 
of  them  took  possession  of  a large  sink 
hole  ■ from  which  it  was  impossible  to 
dislodge  them.  An  attempt  was  made  to 
storm  it  by  the  aid  ol  a breast  work  push- 
ed forward,  and  Lieut.  Spears  fell  gal- 
lantly on  the  very  margin  when  it  was 
found  impracticable.  Capt  Craig  fell 
most  nobly,  encouraging  his  men  in  the 
commencement  of  the  action.  Captain 
Craig,  Lieut.  Spears,  Larumy,  Tyon, 
Pitkey,  Burns  and  Gibbony  were  killed 
Cardinal  is  missing.  Capt.  Musick  is 
alightly  wounded,  Patterson,  Luks„  Hail 
and  M'Cormick  mortally. 

In  the  morning  5 Indians  were  lound 
on  the  battle  ground  and  much  blood  was 
discovered  on  their  trail  where  they  had 
hauled  others  off  during  the  night 
While  they  were  endeavoring  to  storm 
the  sink-hole  the  Fort  was  attacked ; a 
circumstance  which  proves  at  once  the 
strength  of  the  scoundrels  in  that  quar- 
ter. 

Mr.  Choutau  arrived  last  evening  from 
the  river  Platte.  A horse  was  stolen  the 
other  day  froth  Cote  Sans  Desscin  and 
there  » much  Indian  sign  about  Luter. 


Latest  Foreign  liitelligencc. 

Nf.w.Yo!ik,  May  24. 

Yesterday  arrived  at  this  port  the  Russian 
ship  Prince  Michael,  in  40  days  from  Liver- 
pool. 

We  have  received  London  papers  to  the 
lOlh,  and  Liverpool  of  the  12th  of  April,  from 
which  extracts  follow. 

War  had  not  been  declared  against  France. 

Great  preparations  were  making  to  com- 
mence hostilities,  by  all  the  allied  powers. 

Private  letters  to  the  I2th,  and  some  of  the 
passengers  express  an  opinion,  that  there  Will 
not,  at  present,  be  another  war  in  Europe.— 
The  complexion  of  the  public  prints  convey  a 
difl'ereiu  belief.  Every  thing,  however,  seems 
to  defiend  upon  the  allies.  Great  Britain  will 
go  with  them. 

A letter  from  a merchant  in  Liverpool  of  the 
lull  of  April,  says,  “ Ainevicaii  stock  are  at 
par,  (asking  price.”)  Another  letter  of  the 
12th,  says,  " dollars  are  at  five  shillings  and 
nine  pence.”  'I'he  latter  adds,  ••  I do  not 
believe  we  shall  have  war  with  Bonaparte.*’ 

Another  letter  says,  •'  the  exportation  of 
sail  cloth  and  all  other  munitions  of  war  aie 
prohibited  in  Holland,  under  the  idea  that  war 
wilt  take  place  between  that  country  and 
I'rai.ce." 

” The  king  of  France  passed  throtigli 
.\ntwerp,  on  the  2^h  March.’* 

Lunuok,  April  4. — Letters  from  Switzerland 
mention  that  the  Swiss  diet  has  decreed  to 
send  30,000  men  to  guard  their  Imntiers,  and 
to  join  the  allied  poweis  in  this  grand  cause  ; 

15.000  have  already  marched,  and  the  rest 
Will  soon  follow  i most  ot  the  cantons  are 
eager,  some  few  others  are  rather  cool.  Gene- 
va, Neufchalel,  and  Vakiis,  as  new  Swis 
cantons,  are  to  be  defended.  Joseph  Bona- 
parte was  to  be  arrested  at  his  residence  at 
Prarigins,  by  order  of  the  diet,  but  it  is  pre- 
sumed he  received  timely  notice,  as  he  de- 
parted two  hours  before  the  dcuchnieiit  ar- 
rived. 

.\pniL  7. — NotwillistJhJing  all  the  endeav- 
ors of  Bonaparte  to  impose  upon  the  good 
people  of  I’aris,  a belief  that  Austria  is  well 
afiected  towards  him,  and  that,  as  a proof  of 
this,  he  should  shortly  receive  back  .Maria 
Louisa  from  Vienna,  it  appears  by  Brussels 
papers  uhicli  have  arrived  to  the  3d  inst.  that 
the  archduchess  hai,  by  a formal  deed, 
renounced  the  title  of  empress — di.smis?ed  all 
the  French  attendants — and  Instead  of  the 
green  liveries  of  Napoleon,  which  are  to  be 
worn  no  longer,  she  has  taken  those  of  her 
own  family  ; a much  worthier  distinction. 

Two  American  74’s  and  two  frigates,  half 
maimed,  are  shortly  expected  at  Plymouth,  to 
complete  their  crews  from  the  .American  pris- 
oners of  war  at  Dartmouth,  and  then  to  sail 
against  the  freebooters  oa  the  coast  of  Bar- 
bary. 

Aphii  9. — The  following  mesage  from  the 
prince  regent,  was  presented  in  parliament  on 
I hprsday,  by  the  earl  of  Liverpool,  and  read 
by  the  Inrd  chancellor; 

“ G P The  prince  regent,  acting  in  the 

name  and  on  benalfufhis  majesty,  tliinks  it 
nclii.  to  infoi  in  the  house  of  lords,  that  the 
events  which  have  recently  occurred  in 
France,  in  direct  contravention  of  the  engage- 
ments cjiicluJed  with  the  allied  powers,  at 
Paris,  in  the  month  of  April  last,  and  which 
threaten  consequences  highly  dangerous  to 
the  tranquility  and  independence  of  Europe, 
have  induced  his  loyal  highness  to  give  direc- 
tions tor  the  augmentation  -pf  his  majesty’s 
land  and  sea  forces. 

The  prince  regent  has  likewise  deemed 
it  incumbent  upon  liim  to  lose  no  time  in  en- 
tering into  communications  with  his  majesty’s 
allies,  for  the  purpose  o I forming  such  a con- 
cert as  may  effectually  provide  for  the  general 
and  permanent  sacurity  of  Europe. 

“ And  his  royal  highness  confidently  relies 
on  the  support  of  the  liouse  of  commons  in  all 
measures  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  ac- 
compl'iahment  of  this  important  object.” 

Detention  of  ehipt.—\n  the  house  of  lords, 
April  7,  the  marquis  of  1-ansdowne  wished. 
In- fore  the  order  oflhe  day  was  read,  that  the 
noble  lordopposite  (Melville)  or  some  other 
of  the  prince  regent’s  ministers,  would  give 
some  explanation  on  a subject  nearly  connec- 
ted with  it  : he  alluded  to  the  alledged  deten- 
tion of  French  ships  by  our  cruisers.  There 
were  two  questions  which  required  an  answer. 

First,  whether  any  ships  had  been  so  de- 
Uined  ! Second,  wlieUier,  if  they  had  bren 
so  detained,  the  detention  was  authorised  by 
government  ? 

Lord  Melville  replied,  that  the  detention 
had  occurred  in  only  one  or  two  instances  ; i nd 
certainly  they  had  not  been  authorised  by  the 
government. 

Latest  From  France. — Tuesday  evening  ar- 
rived at  New-Voik,  the  brig  -Monkey,  in  40 
days  Irom  Bordeaux,  which  port  she  left  on 
the  I2th  of  April,  at  which  time  all  was  quiet 
there.  The  military  and  civil  officers,  and  the 
populace,  were  devoted  to  the  emperor  Napo- 
leon. 

War  between  England  and  France. — The 
British  ship  Barbadoes,  arrived  at  Charleston 
on  the  16lh  inst.  from  Cork  ; on  tlie  17ih  ult. 
off  -Madiera,  fell  in  with  three  British  ships, 
direct  from  England,  for  Jamaica,  and  was 
informed  that  wur  had  been  declared  by  Great 
Britain  against  France,  and  that  all  the  French 
vessels  under  the  Bourbon  flag  had  been  de- 
tained ia  England- 

Amsterdam,  April  6. 

Letter  from  Vienna,  March  27- 
The  king  of  Saxony  it  is  said  has  now 
at  last  signed  the  conditions  laid  before 
him. 

The  armaments  are  continued  on  all 
sides  with  double  activity.  The  Austri- 
ans send  150,000  Tmen  lo  the  Rhine  and 
Switzerland,  and  a great  army  to  Italy,  to 
support  the  king  of  Sardinia, aqfl  be  pre- 
pared to  oppose  the  king  of  Naples,  who 
has  assumed,  a hostile  position  towards 
Austria.  The  Russians  send  four  corps 
to  Germany,  in  all  180,000  men,  and 

60.000  horses. 

The  who'le  force  of  Prussia  is  partly 
already  assembled  beyond  the  Rhine, 
partly  on  the  march  as  well  as  all  the 
German  allies  ; the  most  of  these  forces 
are  to  be  collected  by  the  1st  of  May.  It 
is  said  the  diplomatic  union  of  the  allied 
powers  will  become  a military  one,  and 
take  the  name  of  head  quarters  of  the  al- 
lies. 

Paris,  7. 

An  article  in  the  Moniteur,  dated  Ly- 
ons, the  4th  April,  states,  that  about  500 
Marseillois,  with  two  regiments  of  the 
line,  the  58th  and  83d,  having  advanced 
on  the  side  of  Grenoble,  they  were  met  by 
general  Ch.sbcrt,  and  put  to  flight,  and 


;hc  two  fcgiuiciiis,  with  theu-  officers, 
joined  the  troops  of  the  Emperor. 

It  adds,  that  at  the  same  time  another 
column  of  equal  force  with  the  lOth  regi- 
ment ol  infantry,  under  the  command  of 
the  duke  d’Angoulcme,  advanced  upon 
Montelimarl ; it  was  met  by  gen.  De- 
belle,  with  600  national  guards.  A battle 
ensued,  and  the  rebels  were  defeated  with 
the  loss  of  30  killed  and  wounded,  and  the 
10th  regiment  joined  the  emperor’s 
troops. 

The  article  then  proceeds  thus 
“ The  National  Guard,  advanced,  to  fra- 
ternize w itii  the  soldiers ; but  the  traitors 
immediately  resumed  the  white  cockade, 
and  fired  a discharge,  a few  men  were 
wounded ; the  bridge  was  passed,  and  the 
perfidy  gave  a momentary  advantage  to 
the  rebels,  who  entered  Valence.” 

General  Grouchy,  apprised  ofthe  event 
set  out  from  Lyons,  and  other  forces 
marched,.ihe  result  of  which,  the  Moni- 
tcuradds,  was,  the  duke  of  Angoulcme 
retreated,  abaiidoned  Valence,  and  pro- 
ceeded for  Moiiteliinart,  where  he  was 
pursued. 

General  Grouchy  proposed  lo  push 
forward  as  far  as  M .rseilles,  to  stifle  this 
rcbdllioii. 

Lyons,  April  1. 

Every  thing  is  perfectly  tranquil  here. 

Levden,  March  29. 

Tlio  king  (of  Belgium)  set  out  yester- 
day afternoon  from  the  Hague  lo  Brus- 
sels. His  majesty  intends  to  make  some 
stay  in  thd  southern  departuients  of  his 
kingdom.  Her  maj'esty  who  takes  the 
same  journey,  will  proceed  from  Rotter- 
dam to  Antwerp  in  a yatcht.  Prince 
Frederick,  who  accompanies  the  king, 
will  command  the  Dutch  troops  under 
the  immediate  orders  of  the  prince  of 
Orange,  his  brother,  who  commands  the 
allied  army  between  the  Metise  and  the 
sea.  Lieutenant  general  Jansen,  com- 
missary general  for  war.  will  follow  his 
majesty  to  Brussels,  whither  the  secreta- 
ries of  state,  Van  der  Capellen  and  Falk, 
have  already  gone.  His  majesty,  who  is 
constantly  occupied  in  considering  the 
means  of  placing  the  country  in  a state  to 
repel  every  hostile  aggression,  has  or- 
dered the  assembling  of  a squacron  of 
frigates  and  light  vessels,  lo  be  stationed 
before  Flushing  and  in  the  Scheldt,  under 
the  command  of  vice  admiral  Van  Braam. 
The  command  of  the  flotilla  assembling 
in  the  Meuse,  is  given  to  com.  Nolter- 
brook. 

London  March  25. 

On  the  night  before  Uonopartc  sailed 
from  Porto  Ferrtijo,  he  gave  a fete  lo  liis 
little  court,  and  appeared  rnoie  than 
usually  gay  and  affable.  He  left  the  com- 
pany about  midnight,  as  if  he  intended  to 
return  to  his  apartments,  instead  of  which 
he  embarked  o:i  Ills  new  adventnre  to 
France. 

OsTEND,  March  31. 

It  is  now  generally  believed  that  Louis 
XVIII,  will  proceed  to  Hague,  from 
Brussels,  where  he  will  remain,  with  his 
little  court  about  him,  until  some  decisive 
measure  has  taken  place,  which  may  de- 
termine the  future  destination  of  hts  au- 
gust family. 

On  the  evening  previous  to  the  departure  of 
tills  benificent  monarch,  an  accident  took  place 
here  which  created  a small  degree  of  temporar 
alarm-  .About  9 o’clock,  a stout  fellow,  hab- 
itted  as  a sailor,  entered  the  house  allotted 
for,  the  residence  of  the  king,  and  demanded 
an  audience  of  the  royal  personage,  which 
being  necessarily  refiised,  and  he  persisting  in 
his  endeavor,  one  of  the  Engl.ali  soldiers  on 
duty  struck  liim  on  the  hicasl,  wi.h  the  butt 
end  of  his  musket,  and  knocked  him  down  the 
steps  into  the  street,  when  the  fellow  instantly 
got  up,  and  made  his  escape  before  the  guards 
could  secure  him. 

LnvnoN,  -April  7- 

The  Jlrmy — There  is  already  a gallant  army 
of  60,000  troops  assembled  on  the  frontier  line 
ot  Belgium  from  Ypres  to  Namur,  all  in 
jfrilish  pay,  and  nearly  one  half  British  troops 
This  army  is,  besides,  daily  increasing.  On 
Monday  and  Tuesday  it  was  reinforced  by  the 
lull  and  12th  dragoons,  and  several  detach- 
ments of  artillery,  which  were  landed  last 
week  at  Osiend  in  excellent  condition,  and  by- 
to-morrow  or  the  next  day,  the  guards  which 
were  embarked  oii  Wednesday,  will  join-  The 
Prussians,  at  the  date  of  Uie  late  accounts 
from  Belgium,  had  40,000  fine  troops  in  the 
line  from  Namur  to  Luxemburg-  These  were 
also  receiving  daily  reinfurcements-

lington on  taking  command  in  Belgium,  was

While  the  “ legitimate”  sovereigns 
of  Europe  are  expressing  sulfli  a great 
deal  of  anxiety  about  the  independence 
of  nations,  it  is  vastly  surprising  that 
they  should  have  overlooked  the  mon- 
strous outrages  committed  by  Great  Brit- 
ain on  the  severeignty  of  I’ortugal. 
Was  it  to  guarantee  the  independence  of 
nations  that  the  Essex  was  taken  within 
cable  length  of  Valparaiso  ? That  the 
General  Armstrong,  was  destroyed  in 
the  port  of  Fayal  and  the  Levant  recap- 
tured in  Porto  Praya.  May  be  not ; and 
yet  we  find  that  the  great  men  who  com- 
pose the  congress  at  Vienna,  have  taken 
no  notice  of  these  transactions. 

It  is  with  reluctance  we  agitate  any 
subject  that  may  excite  animosity  to- 
wards our  late  enemy,  but  the  circum- 
stances of  the  Levant  arc  of  as  atrocious 
a character  that  is  difficult  for  the  Amer- 
ican penman,  in  speaking  of  them,  to“ 
miiice  thcmatter.«  Here  is  a nother 
instance  of  that  brutal  violence,  and  con- 
tempt of  civilized  usage,  for  which  the 
officers  of  the  British  navy  8c  army  were 
so  notorious  during  the  last  war.  Their 
continuing  to  fire  Into  the  Levant  af- 
ter her  colours  were  struck,  thewed 
their  disposition  to  murder  those  brave 
men,  who  in  equal  compat  have  so  often 
vanquished  them,  and  was  an  act  that 
would  have  disgraced  even  the  Alger- 
ines. But  what  shall  we  say  of  the  Portu- 
guese, to  permit  such  daring  violations  ol 
their  rights?  To  suffer  a mob  of  English 
sailors  to  take  possessions  of  one  of  their 
forts  and  turn  the  guns  of  it  against 
friendly  vessels  that  had  sought  protec- 
tion from  them?  The  U.  Sales  will  prob- 
ably demand  of  the  Portuguese  govem- 
enc  indemnity  for  the  loss  of  the  Levant, 
but  that  will  be  no  compensation  for  the 
outrage  on  the  laws  of  nations  and  the 
immunities  of  neutrality.  With  as  much 
propriety  as  there  was  capturing  the 
Levant  in  a neutral  port,  might  a belliger- 
ent invade  a neutral,  and  seize  upon  the 
persons  and  property  of  the  subjects  ol 
the  enemy.

THE  NATION  OF  N.  ENGLAND. 

Suppose  within  ten  years  the  five  New- 
England  states  become  a nation.  Let  us 
then  suppose  what  some  Morse,  or 
Guthrie,  or  Payne,  in  making  up  their 
book,  would  say  of  us.  Say  the  book  is 
written  in  1825. 

•This  little  monarchy  was  once  the 
eastern  part  of  the  United  States.  It 
consisted  of  five  states.  They  divided 
in  1825.  There  was  very  little  tumult 
in  the  division — the  inhabitants,  who 
were  fond  of  republics,  had  removed  out 
of  the  country  previous.  The  nation 
contains  an  extent  of  about  300  miles 
from  north  to  south,  8c  250  from  east  to 
west.  At  the  time  of  the  division,  they 
had  a number  of  sea  ports  8c  harbors  filled 
with  merchant  ships  ; but  they  had  noth- 
ing to  export,  as  the  country  fer  thirty  i 
years  before,  had  never  raised  enough! 
for  home  consumption.  They  had  alsoj 
several  large  cotton  factories,  but  they  i 
did  not  rase  one  ponnd  of  cotton  in  the 
teritory.  Their  chief  depcndance  for 
wcalihiwas  the  waters,  the  Newfoundland 
cod  fishers,  neither  the  waters,  the  soil 
right  belonged  to  them.  They  are  very 
pious  people,  for  they  support  about  1500 
driests  and  3000  lawyers.  They  are 
remarkable  fond  of  hunting,  but  there  is 
no  game.  They  are  fond  of  smoking  but 
they  raised  no  tobacco. 

“Their  govenimei.t  is  a mixed  mon- 
archy. How  they  got  their  king,  it  is 
not  known.  Their  parliament  is  very 
numerons,  and  sits  in  a place  called 
Tauntoi),  on  the  1st  day  ol  April,  each 
year.  They  assign  as  a reason  for  fix- 
ing at  this  place  the  seat  of  legislation, 
that  a certain  small  feel  for  the  supply 
of  the  members  run  up  the  river  every 
spring.

GENERAL  ORDER. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has 
taken  tlie  ueres.«ary  measure*  to  arrange  the 
officers  non-vomn'-iasiuned  officeis,  musicians, 
and  privates,  of  tue  several  Regiments  and 
corps  of  troops  now  in  the  se-evice  of  the  United 
States,  in  such  manner  as  to  form  and  com- 
plete out  of  the  same  the  corps  authorized  by 
tlie  act  of  Congrt**,  entiilrd  “ An  act  fixing 
the  military  peace  cstauli3ii;i,c  Jt  ol  tli*  United 
States”  passed  the  3d  of  March,  liio  ; which 
arrangement  ia  this  day  duly  aiuiounoed  in 
general  order*.  I'b*  troops  enlieted  for  the 
w»r  are,  therefor,e  to  be  ilischarg-.d  a*  soon  as 
they  can  be  musteted  and  paid.  All  super- 
numeric*  will  be  discharged  as  ooun  as  the 
selection  of  non-commissi.ined  officers  musi- 
cians, and  privates,  for  forinin|^  the  Regiments 
and  corps,  rerpectively.  is  mude,  so  that  llie 
discharge  of  all  the  troops  nut  included  in  the 
militsry  peace  establishment,  may  bo  comple- 
ted  on  the  25th  day  of  June  next,  ot  as  soon 
thereafter  as  their  discharge  can  be  effected 
at  the  respective  military  posts  and  atations  of 
the  U.  States,  subject  to  these  mudificatia>-is 
1st.  That  all  the  omcers  (not  included  in  the 
arrangement^  slutll  continue  in  command  with 
the  troops  of  their  respective  stations,  until 
they  are  regularly  rclievnd  by  the  officers  who 
are  retain^  on  the  militacy  peace  establish- 
ment ; and  they  will  be  held  responsible  accor- 
dingly for  the  due  preservation  of  discipline 
and  order ; ?d.  That  the  tupemumerary  offi- 
cer* may  be  called  upon  to  fill  vacancies, 
Nic  uld  any  of  the  officers  who  are  nominated 
dMiine  accepting  their  appointments  in  the 
mili^y  peace  establishment,  as  the  law  ao- 
thorizes  the  establishment,  to  be  formed  and 
completed  out  of  the  several  corps  of  troops 
now  in  the  service  of  the  V.  Sutes.  And,  3d. 
Tliat  Quartermasters,  Commissaries,  Paymas- 
ters, and  all  other  officers,  entrusted  with  the 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  money, 
whose  accounts  are  unsettled,  shall  be  deemed 
to  continue  in  service,  during  s reasonsbl' 
peritffl,  for  the  single  purpose  of  rendering  and 
settling  tlieir  accounts. 

The  Paymaster  of  the  army  will  provide, 
wihout  delay,  for  the  payment  of  the  troops,  at 
their  respsetive  military  poats  and  stations  ; 
and  the  officer*  commanding  in  the  several 
military  districti.will  take  the  necessary  *^0* 
for  mustering  and  discliarging  the  super- 
numerary non-commissioned  ulficers,  musictsns 
and  privates,  within  their  respective  com- 
mandik

The  field  officers  retained  in  service, 
will  report  themselves,  without  delay,  to 
the  Maj.  Gen.  of  the  divisions  to  which 
Regiment  are  assigned  ; and  the  com- 
pany officers  will  report  themselves  with- 
out delay,  to  the  commanding  officers  of 
their  respective  Regiments.  The  offi- 
cers of  the  corps  of  artillery  now  on  duty 
in  the  commanding  Genl.  of  that  division , 
and  the  officers  of  the  corps  of  artillery 
now  on  duty  in  the  divisions  of  the  south, 
will  report  to  the  commanding  Genl.  of 
that  division.  All  officers  retained  in 
service  for  the  Tnilitary  peace  establish- 
ments, will  immediately  transmit  dupli- 
cate reports  to  this  office. 

The  general  will  cause  the  Regiments 
and  corps  within  their  respective  divis- 
ions to  be  formed  and  distributed,  accor- 
ding to  the  system  for  the  organization 
and  disposition  of  the  troops  constituting 
the  military  peace  csiablishnient  of  the 
U.  States,  which  has  been  this  day  an- 
nounced in  gen-  ral  orders. 

The  rules  and  regulations  which  were 
approved  by  the  President  of  the  U. 
States,  on  the  28ih  of  June,  1814,  and  all 
other  rules  and  regulations  which  have 
heretofare  been  made  by  the  departments 
<>f  war,  so  they  are  applicable  to  the  mifl- 
itary  pea«  establishment,  are  to  be  obey- 
ed and  cnforci  d.
